Ba_it enacted by the Gereral 
Assembly of ihe state of Ohio, That as 
libetty of conscience is not forfeited by rea- 
scn of conviction of c:ime, or by reason of 
detention in any penal, reformatory or ele- 
emosynary institution, or any house of ref- 
uge, Workhouse, jail, or public asylum in 
this state, no person fe such institution 
ehall be compelled to attend religious wor- 
ship or instrce‘ion of a form which is 
against the dictates o* his or her conscience; 
aod itehall be the duty of every director, 
trustee, superintendent, or other person 
having incharge any such _ icstitution, to 
furnish ample and equal facilities to a); 
such persous for receiving the ministratlons 
of th: authorized clergymen of their own 
religious denominations and persuasions, 
under such reasonable 1ules and regulations 
as the trustees, directors, mimagers, or 
superintendents shall make; but no such 
rules shall be so construed as to prevent the 
clerzymen of any denomination from fully 
aim nistering the rite; of his denomination 
to su hinma‘es, provided such ministration 
cutails no expense upon the pubie treasury. 
This bill simply gives the inmates of 
any penal and reformatory institution in 
the state the right of spiritual comfort 
from persons of their own faith. It goes 
no iarther, aud yet itis made the basis of 
a charge that the democratic party is the 
ally of the Pope, ard that the two terri- 
bie powers are conspiring to divide the 
school mouey. The latter charge is 
made in the face of aconstitutional pro- 
vision that prohibits any such 
division. The Pope, shout

THESUPREME COURT. 
The important question of how to re- 
lieve our supreme court of tke vast 
amount of unnecessary work,now erowd- 
ing its docket, has not only been thor- 
oughly canvassed in the ConsTITUTIOY, 
but in most ofthe leading papers of the 
state. The evil which results in a con- 
stant session of the court almost from 
January to January, and ia sucha multi- 
plication of reports as to place a very 
considerable tax upon the bar to keep up 
with them, has been warmly appreciated. 
Were it simply a personal question of ex- 
cessive labor upon the judges, the sub- 
ject would have received some attention, 
but hardly as much as has been given to 
it. The inconveniences to lawyers and 
suitors, consequent upon a court 
nearly all the time in session, 
and the expense entailed upon the for- 
mer by the voluminous reports, are per- 
haps the main causes of the wide- 
spread interest which has recently been 
taken in the court, andits business. This 
interest has made itself known in a va- 
riety of plans suggested by members of 
the bar here and clsewhere, and by some - 
judges.

tion possible upon this very important 
question, hes taken the trouble of obtain- 
ing for publication the views of 
many of the most authoritative 
and gifted legal minds in this city, 
The object of this article is -to 
reproduce all the plans which we have 
published to date, as well as some of the 
most patent objections which have been 
made tothem. It will be remarked that 
a few of these plans contemplate simply 
a relief for the judges, and do not touch 
the amount of business. Others are 
altogether devoted to controlling the 
business alone.

The above we bélieve embrace all the 
plans which have met with any marked 
approval. Whichis the most popular it 
would be difficult to say, but each has 
the sanction ef one or more high legal au- 
thorities. The difficulty in the way of 
nearly all is the state constitution, which 
defines our judicial system very clearly 
and leaves room for very few changes. 
Hence we are afraid that our legislature 
will find it no very easy task to frame & 
plan which will stand, but we are satis- 
fied that an effcrt will be made. We 
¢an only say that as a friend, to both our 
over-taxed supreme court judges and 
the members of the bar, wehope it will 
prove successful.

UNDRESSED BY MACHINERY. 
A Disagreeable Incident in tte Ex- 

perience ota Michigan Muller. 


[Jackson Patriot, Aug. 25.] 

Monday night Mr. A. Cornell, a mil- 
ler employed in the /#tna Mills,met with 
a severe accident, and one that only his 
strength and presence of mind prevented 
from being a tragedy. About midnight 
some gearing in the extreme peak of the 
mill began to creak, and Mr. Cornell 
went up to oilit. It was in a low part of 
the room, well under the eavas, and in 
applying the oil he was obliged to reach 
over a shaft. While stooping duwn, 
akey on the shaft became caught in 
the breast of his shirt, and about the 
time he was through his jeb had taken 
up all tne slack, and held him down and 
was drawing him still tighter. He was 
thrown over the shaft, his light went out, 
and thed in the dark he coolly braced 
himself, and let the shaft slowly tear off 
his clothing by strips,and the undressin 
operation was not delicately perform 
either. It would not do for bim to strug- 
gle much, as on elther side was gearing 
within a few inches of him that seemed 
waiting to seize on a member ant 
draw him into its ditructive em- 
brace. Gradually his cloths parted 
company With him, causing severe pain 
by the roughness of their taking off, and 
at last he felt that he was no longer in 
the toils. Slowiy he drew himself back, 
and wiping the heavy drops from his 
brow, brought out there by the agonizing 
strain of body and mind during the try- 
ing ordeal, he started to grope his way 
down stairs, for he knew that cries for 
help would be unavailing, aud would 
not be heard below. On hands and knees 
he made his way, parrowly missing fa))- 
ing to the ‘floor’ below, his 
outstretched hand going over the 
aperture and warning him of the danger, 
and at the same time serving to tell 
him where he was. He crawled along 
under shafting and around posts, feeling 
his way along till he reached the head of 
the stairs, when he staggered to his feet 
and got down to the ground floor and ap- 
peared to his fellow-workmen, pale and 
trembling, clad in the light and air cos- 
tume ofa shirt collar and the waistband 
of his pants. His first remark was, ‘‘Well, 
boys, I’ve stopped that squeaking.” Ex- 
planations were soon made, and he w 
sent home. Dr. McLaughlin was called 
in, and found that he had dis- 
located his shou'der, and the in- 
side of his breast and arm were denuded 
of the skin and badly inflamed by con- 
tact with the revolving shaft. These, 
with the shock, were the only injuries 
received, and were soon dressed, and be 
was put to bed to recuperate. Last night 
he was feeling much better. So tightly 
were his clothes woven around the shaft 
that it was found necessary to shut down 
the mill to remoye them. ‘They look as 
if they had gone through a threshing 
machine, so shreaded and tattered are 
they. It was @ narrow escape from 
lasting injury, perhaps dcath, and Mr. 
Cornell esca ped cheaply.

ehall be compelled to attend religions wor- 
Ship or instrce’'ion ot a form which is 
against the dictates 0° his or her conscience; 
aod itehall be the duty of every director, 
trustee, superintendent, or other person 
having in charge avy such icstitution, to 
furnish ample and cqual facilities to al; 
such persous for receiving the ministratlons 
of th> authorized clergymen of their own 
religious denominations and persuasions, 
under such reasonable 1ules and regulations 
as the trustees, directors, minagers, or 
superintendents shall make; but no such 
rules shall be so construed as to prevent the 
clerzymen of any denomination from fully 
aim nistering the rites of his deaowinatioa 
to su hinma‘es, provided such ministration 
cutails no expense upon the pubic treasury. 

This bill simply gives the inmates of 
any penal and reformatory institution in 
the state the right of spiritual comfort 
from persons of their own faith. It goes 
no iarther, aud yet it.is made the basis of 
a charge that the democratic party is the 
ally of the Pope, ard that the two terri- 
ble powers are conspiring to divide the 
school money. The latter charge is 
made in the face of aconstitutional pro- 
vision that prohibits any such 
division. The Pope, shout

THESUPREME COURT. 

Tie important question of how to re- 
lieve our supreme court of the vast 
amount of unnecessary work,now erowd- 
ing its docket, has not only been thor- 
oughly canvassed in the ConsTITUTIOY, 
but in most of the leading papers of the 
state. The evil which results in a con- 
stant session of the court almost from 
January to January, and in such a multi- 
plication of reports as to place a very 
considerable tax upon the bar to keep up 
with them, has been warmly appreciated. 
Were it simply a personal question of. ex- 
cessive labor upon the judges, the sub- 
ject would have received some attention, 
but hardly as much as has been given to 
it. The inconveniences to lawyers and 
suitors, consequent upon a court 
nearly all the time in session, 
and the expense entailed upon the for- 
mer by the voluminous reports, are per- 
haps the main causes of the wide- 
spread interest which has recently been 
taken in the court, andits business. This 
interest has made itself known in a va- 
riety of plans suggested by members of 
the bar here and clsewhere, and by some 
judges. The Constitution, through a 
desire to give its readers all the informa- 
tion possible upon this very important 
question, hes taken the trouble of obtain- 
publication the views of 
many of the most authoritative 
and gifted legal minds in this city, 
The object of this article is -to 
reproduce all the plans which we have 
published to date, as well as some of the 
most patent objections which have been 
made to them. It will be remarked that 
a few of these plans contemplate simply 
a relief for the judges, and do not touch 
the amount of business, Others are 
altogether devoted to controlling the 
business alone. We number them for 
convenience of reference; 

ist. Increase the pay of the judges. 
Objection--This puts the state to a greater 
expense, and does not lessen the work, 
Besides there are said to be a plenty of 
competent lawyers in Georgia who 
would be glad to get the office with its 
present pay and work.

UNDRESSED BY MACHINERY. 
A Disagreeable Incident in tte Ex- 

per:ence o¢e Michigan Muller. 


[Jackson Patriot, Aug..25.]} 

Monday night Mr. A. Cornell, a mil- 
ler employed in the #tna Mills,met with 
a severe accident, and one that only his 
strength and presence of mind prevented 
from being a tragedy. About midnight 
some gearing in the extreme peak of the 
mill began to creak, and Mr. Cornell 
went up to oilit, It was in a low part of 
the room, well under the eavas, and in 
applying the oil he was obliged to reach 
over a shaft. While stooping duwn, 
akey on the shaft became caught in 
the breast of his shirt, and about the 
time he was through his jeb had taken 
up all tne slack, and held him down and 
was drawing him still tighter. He was 
thrown over the shaft, his light went out, 
and thed in the dark he coolly braced 
himself, and let the shaft slowly tear off 
his clothing by strips,and the per ee 
operation was not delicately perform 
either. It would not do for him to strug- 
gle much, as on elther side was gearing 
within a few inches of him that seemed 
waiting to seiz¢c on a member ant 
draw him into its ditructive em- 
brace. Gradually his cloths parted 
company with him, causing severe pain 
by the roughness of their taking off, and 
at last he felt that he was no longer in 
the toils. Slowiy he drew himself back, 
and wiping the heavy drops from his 
brow, brought out thero by the agonizing 
strain of body and mind during the try- 
ing ordeal, he started to grope his way 
down stairs, for he knew that cries for 
help would be unavailing, aud would 
not be heard below. On hands and knees 
he made his way, narrowly missing fall- 
ing to the ‘floor below, his 
outstretched hand going over the 
aperture and warning him of the danger, 
and at the same time serving to tell 
him where he was. He crawled along 
under shafting and around posts, feeling 
his way along till he reached the head of 
the stairs, when he staggered to his feet 
and got down to the ground floor and ap- 
peared to his fellow-workmen, pale and 
trembling, clad in the light and air cos- 
tume ofa shirt collar and the waistband 
of his =. His first remark was, ‘‘ Well, 
boys, I’ve stopped that squeaking.” Ex- 
planations were soon made, and he was 
sent home. Dr. McLaughlin was called 
in, and found that he had dis- 
located his shoulder, and the in- 
side of his breast and arm were denuded 
of the skin and badly inflamed by con- 
tact with the revolving shaft. These, 
with the shock, were the only injuries 
received, and were soon d , and he 
was put to bed to recuperate. Last night 
he was feeling much better. So tightly 
were his clothes woven around the shaft 
that it was found necessary to shut down 
the mill to remove them. They look as 
if they had gone through a threshing 
machine, so shreaded and tattered are 
they. It was @ narrow escape from 
lasting injury, perhaps death, and Mr. 
Cornell esca ped cheaply.
